Dr. David Dressler, sociologist 
and educator, will address stu- 
dents and faculty on Wednesday 
at 11 am. in the gymnasium. 
His topic is The Atomic Age. 

Dressler has taught at Colum- 
bia University, USC, and now is 
a member of the Long Beach 
State faculty. 

For 25 years, he has been con- 
cerned with the study of men 
in society. He has been a case- 
worker, dealing with maladjusted 
children and domestic problems; 
a group worker in the community 
center and similar fields; a 
criminologist and _ penologist, 
dealing with thousands of adult 
and juvenile offenders. 

For 17 years he was associated 
with the New York State Divi- 
sion of Parole, progressing from 
parole officer to the job of ex- 
ecutive director, a post he held 
for nine years. Under his leader- 
ship, the division became ranked 
as the most effective parole sys- 
tem in the country. 

At Long Beach State Dressler 
heads the pre-professional social 
welfare curriculum. He has been 
active in youth ang mental health 
conferences in California. 

Dressler has authored over a 
hundred technical articles. His 
popular writing has appeared in 
the Saturday Evening Post, Col- 
lier’s, Look, Coronet, This Week 
and most of the other national 
magazines. A technical book, 
“Probation and Parole” was pub- 
lished by Columbia University 
Press and is about to come out

in a revised edition. The popu- 
lar volume, “Parole Chief,” was 
published in 1951. 


With Inspector Harold Stall- 
ings, Dressler did “Juvenile Of- 
ficer” in 1955. He has just com- 
pleted a college textbook in 
Principles of Sociology and be- 
gun one on juvenile delinquency. 
He has written for such television 
programs as Philco Theatre and 
Cavalcade of America. A drama- 
tization of hig career appeared 
on Philco Theatre in 1952. in a 
more recent production, actor Pat 
O’Brien impersonated Dressler in 
the role of “Parole Chief.” 

During the 1952-53 epidemic 
of prison ricts, Dressler covered 
most of the trouble spots, doing 
a series of articles on the subject 
for the New York Post and sev- 
eral magazines. He also did a 
series on comic books for a news- 
paper syndicate. Born in Ken- 
tucky in 1907, Dr. Dressier 
earned his Ph.B. at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, his M.A. from 
Columbia University in the field 
of psychology.

College president Dr. Guy A. West has issued a statement wel- 
coming summer students and outlining past and future progress: 

Welcome to the 1958 Summer Session. 

Those students who are returning to Summer Session after an 
absence of some months from the campus wil! note severa] evidences 
of continued growth and development on the part of the college.

These include: B.A, 
in Journalism and in German; B.S. in Life Science, Nursing, and 
Park Management: M.A. in Life Science and M.S. in Applied 
Mathematics. 

Another sizeable addition to the faculty is being made this fall 
to meet the needs of the increased enroliment which seems inevitable. 

Ours is a dynamic, growing situation, We are very happy that 
you Summer Session students are a part of it and we hope you gain 
much, not only from your individua] classes and related activities, 
but also from the general academic atmoshepere of a new institution 
dedicated to the ideal of a high level of educationa] service, to high 
educational standards and to the general advancement 0! public 
education at all levels.
